Annual  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Society  was  held  in  the  Directors'  room  of 
the  Corn  Exchange  National  Bank  today. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Frank  S.  Shaw,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
acted  as  Chairman  of  the  meeting,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Douglass,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of   Managers,  acted  as   Secretary.

Mr.  Shaw  stated  he  was  not  prepared  at  the  present  time  to  make  a  writ- 
ten report  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Motion  passed  that  it 
appear  in  the  next  annual   report. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Solomon  A.  Smith,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Durand, 
class  of  1923  was  re-elected  to  serve  for  four  years  from  January  1,  1924. 

There  being  no  further  business  meeting  adjourned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Society,  the  Churches  and  All  Our  Other  Friends: 

The  outstanding-  event  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  last  year  was  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Albert  M.  Da)'  as  president,  after  almost  twenty  years  of 
most  valuable  service.  The  value  of  those  services  will  be  noted  when  we 
recall  that  when  Mr.  Day  was  elected  president  the  hospital  was  caring  for 
about  three  thousand  patients  annually,  at  an  expense  of  about  $195,000,  with 
an  endowment  of  less  than  $200,000;  and  that  at  the  time  of  his  retirement 
the  hospital  was  caring  for  more  than  ten  thousand  patients  annually,  at  an 
expense  of  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars,  and  with  an 
endowment  of  more  than  three  million  dollars.  But  beyond  all  that, 
Mr.  Day  brought  to  the  hospital  a  spirit  and  personality  that  was  a  tremendous 
help  in  building  up  the  organization.  Mr.  Day  retired  because  failing  health 
warned  him  that  he  must  conserve  his  strength,  and  the  burden  of  his  work 
at  the  hospital  was  tremendously  heavy.  It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  all  con- 
nected with  the  hospital  that  relief  from  his  labors  here  may  bring  restored 
health   and  strength. 

In  other  ways,  the  history  of  the  hospital  last  year  is  without  exceptional 
or  unusual  interest,  it  being  the  usual  history  of  progress  and  achievement. 
We  have  cared  for  the  largest  number  of  people  in  the  history  of  the  hospital, 
10,874;  at  an  expense  of  $847,180.65.  The  total  receipts  from  all  operating 
sources  were  $721,769.73,  the  cost  of  charity  $201,681.84.  The  average  daily- 
cost  per  patient  reached  the  highest  point  in  the  history  of  the  hospital,  $5.88. 
This  high  cost  is  compensated  for  in  the  service  and  attention  given  our  pa- 
tients. This  may  perhaps  be  better  understood  when  we  state  that,  exclusive 
of  private  nurses,  we  had  one  nurse  to  each  two  patients  in  the  hospital,  and 
in  addition  to  that,  we  had  two  employes  in  the  hospital  for  every  three  pa- 
tients. Our  average  number  of  daily  patients  was  371  ;  the  average  number  of 
daily  employes,  including  those  in  the  training  school  for  nurses,  was  375. 
The  increase  in  expense  was  occasioned  not  only  by  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  employes — which  was  general  throughout  the  hospital — but  also  to  the 
increase   in   wages.

The  loss  to  the  hospital  of  such  a  president  as  Mr.  Day  could  only  be 
compensated  for  by  the  very  complete  and  willing  co-operation  of  all  the 
members  of  the  various  departments,  including  the  staff.  This  co-operation 
has   been    freely  given,    and    the   president   can   but    refer    to    the    most    capable 
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services  rendered  by  Mr.  Bacon  and  his  corps  of  assistants  in  carrying  on  the 
general  work  of  the  hospital ;  and  to  Miss  McMillan  and  her  assistants  in  the 
splendid  record  of  the  school  for  nurses  and  the  general  nursing  in  the 
hospital. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board,  as  usual,  has  given  large  and  substantial 
assistance. 

The  reports  of  the  various  departments  in  the  following  pages  will  give 
a  very  much  more  comprehensive  idea  of  the  operations  and  achievements  of 
the  hospital  than  the  president  could  hope  to  give.  And  he  commends  those 
reports  to  the  very  careful  attention  and  consideration  of  the  friends  of  the 
hospital.

Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

It  is  mv  privilege  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
for  the  year  1923. 

The  graduate   nurse   staff   has   averaged 40 

which  with  an  average  student  nurse  enrollment  of 223

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The  affiliations  secured  with  the  various  nursing  organizations  of  Chicago 
are  of  inestimable  value  to  the  school,  broadening  the  opportunity  of  preparation 
and  service  of  our  students,  sending  them  out  much  better  qualified  nurses  and 
bringing  returns  to  this  institution  which  are  difficult  to  estimate.  Suitable  ex- 
perience in  the  nursing  care  of  tuberculous  patients  has  not  as  yet  been  secured 
nor  has  the  affiliation  with  a  university,  to  maintain  class  room  standards,  been 
brought  about,  both  of  which  are  essential  to  complete  a  well-rounded  course 
of  instruction. 

The  Helen  North  Nurse  has  cared  for  243  patients  free  of  charge  and  the 
Gladys  Foster  Nurse  for  289  different  patients. 

The  graduate  special  nurse  group  has  accomplished  21,965  days'  special  duty, 
averaging  60  on  daily  duty  in  the  hospital. 

The  health  record  of  the  student  nurse  group  shows  1,524  days'  illness  on 
the  part  of  128  nurses.  Sixty-seven  of  these  were  cared  for  in  the  Sprague 
Home;  55  were  admitted  as  patients  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  which  gave 
190  days'  service  to  the  school,  and  the  Durand  Contagious  Hospital  received 
6,  caring  for  them  109  days.  There  have  been  six  cases  of  appendectomy,  four 
of  scarlet  fever,  one  diphtheria  and  the  rest  mainly  colds,  sore  throats  and 
subsequent  tonsillectomies.  The  stay  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  averaged 
three  days,  with  a  maximum  of  26  days. 

Student  nurses  have  also  been  off  duty  on  account  of  vacations  and  other 
necessary  absences  from  the  school,  8,655  days. 

Nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  letters  and  87  personal  interviews  are  on 
record  from  those  interested  in  securing  information  regarding  the  school; 
164  formal  applications  have  been  considered,  101  of  which  were  accepted;  92 
students  entered  during  the  year  and  28  withdrew. 

The  Sprague  Home  has  been  outgrown,  necessitating  all  but  a  few  of  the 
graduate  nurse  staff  finding  bed  room  accommodation  for  themselves  and  limit- 
ing the  number  of  student  nurses  admitted  each  spring  and  fall. 

A  class  of  60  graduated  May,  1923,  bringing  the  graduate  nurse  body  to  653. 
Of  those  who  keep  us  informed  127  are  doing  private  duty  nursing;  90  institu- 
tional work;  40  public  health;  12  in  the  mission  field  and  3  engaged  in  post- 
graduate  study. 

We  regret  to  report  the  deaths  of  Margaret  Farrington  of  the  class  of  1914, 
of  Bertha  Miller  and  Myrtle  Mitchell,  both  of  the  class  of  1921. 

The  Alumnae  Association  continues  to  co-operate  with  the  school  in  the 
effort  to  advance  the  endowment  fund  and  in  other  school  undertakings.  To 
its  members  as  also  to  the  members  of  the  graduate  nurse  staff,  upon  whom 
falls  the  heavy  responsibility  of  fulfilling  the  obligations  of  the  school,  most 
grateful  thanks  are  given. 

We  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  and  return  thanks  for  assistance  given 
to  the  school  physicians  and  other  members  of  the  medical  staff;  also  to  the 
superintendent  and  other  officers  of  the  hospital;  to  the  members  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  and  to  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Institution.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEES 
As  a  detailed  report  of  the  current  year's  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary Board  has  been  given  in  Mrs.  Bass's  article  on  "Woman's  Work  in  Hos- 
pitals," published  in  pamphlet  form  by  the  American  Hospital  Association,  it 
seemed  unnecessary  to  repeat  this  information  to  our  own  members.  There- 
fore our  Annual  Report  contains  an  abridged  account  of  the  year's  work  of 
the  officers  and  committees. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  shows  for  the  fortieth  annual  meeting  an 
enrollment  of  259,  including  pastors'  wives,  honorary  members  and  non-resi- 
dent members.  The  average  attendance  for  the  nine  regular  meetings  was  66. 
There  were  44  Churches  represented  on  our  board.  The  following  members 
were  present  at  all  the  meetings:  Mrs.  B.  E.  Fisk,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Covert,  Mrs. 
W  J.  Aiken,  Mrs.  F.  J.  Thomas,  Mrs.  Anna  St.  Jean,  Mrs.  Agnes  White,  Miss 
Agnes  Liddell  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  Stewart.  There  have  been  added  13  new  mem- 
bers; we  have  had  9  resignations  and  lost  4  members  by  death,  Madam  Mc- 
Cormick  one  of  our  Honorary  Presidents;  Mrs.  William  Blair,  an  Honorary 
Vice-President;  Mrs.  Asa  Bacon  of  the  Third  Church,  and  Miss  Mary  Reed 
of  the   Hyde   Park  Church. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Frederick  T.  Haskell,  xeports  that 
during  the  nine  months  of  the  Board's  activity  there  have  been  written  the 
customary  letters  of  welcome  to  the  new  members,  cf  regret  to  members 
resigning,  and  other  letters  of  courtesy.

ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP 

Miss  Elizabeth  Stillwell  reports  for  1923  the  Committee  collected  $1,789.50. 
Thirty-two  churches  are  represented.  Largest  contribution  from  Fourth 
Church;  eight  churches  giving  $100.00  or  more. 


CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  James  Simpson,  Chairman,  reports,  through  Miss  Morley,  that  the 
year  1923  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one  in  the  children's  department,  the 
department  being  taxed  to  the  full  capacity  a  great  deal  of  the  time.  Plans 
are  going  forward  for  the  opening  of  a  four  bed  ward  to  be  used  for  nose 
and  throat  patients,  thereby  increasing  our  surgical  beds.  We  would  like  very 
much  to  have  a  sun-porch  for  our  convalescent  patients.  The  kindergarten 
work,  under  Miss  Thompson,  is  progressing  nicely.  The  children  look  for- 
ward to  the  afternoon  spent  in  blowing  bubbles,  stringing  beads,  weaving 
baskets,  etc.,  and  occasionally  an  hour  of  reading  or  story  telling.  During  the 
year  we  have  received  many  gifts  of  underwear,  stockings,  books,  scrap-books, 
records  and  fruit  from  Mrs.  Simpson  and  other  members  of  the  Board,  and 
from  the  Buena  and  Fullerton  Sunday  Schools,  which  were  greatly  appre- 
ciated. Christmas  celebration  included  a  big  tree  in  each  ward,  holly  wreaths, 
and  quantities  of  excitement. 


CHILD'S  FREE  BED  FUND 

Mrs.  F.  W.  Main,  Chairman  of  the  Child's  Free  Bed  Committee,  reports 
that  the  work  was  generously  supported  during  1923  by  69  schools,  donations 
ranging  from  $2.00  to  $190.00.  Five  new  schools,  two  of  them  colored,  co- 
operated. Besides  contributions  from  our  home  schools,  $10.00  was  received 
from  "a  friend,"  $25.00  from  Kansas,  through  the  New  Era  Movement,  and 
$50.00  from  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  proving  that  interest  in  this  work  for  little 
children  extends  beyond  the  limits  of  Chicago  Presbytery.  The  total  receipts 
for  1923  were  $2,373.10,  exceeding  by  $50.00  donations  of  any  previous  year. 
The  largest  amount  donated  by  any  one  school,  $190.00,  is  credited  to  Buena 
Memorial,  closely  followed  by  $184.94  from  Evanston  First.  Total  amount 
paid  to  date  on  Cheer-Up  Bed  No.  4,  $3,029.48.  Through  Mr.  Bacon's  kind- 
ness the  plate  so  marked  is  already  placed  in  the  Children's  ward.  The  Child's 
Free  Bed  Fund  was  further  enriched  this  year  by  a  $500.00  bond,  the  gift  of 
the  late   Mr.   W.  J.  Aiken.

We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Albert  Carter  and  her  son,  John,  for  two 
entertainments  during  the  year ;  to  Miss  Rose  Saguin  and  her  brothers  for 
an  afternoon  of  popular  songs.  Miss  Elson  and  Mr.  Frank  Kirkpatrick  gave 
a  delightful  program.  To  the  children  who  danced  and  to  the  artists  who 
sang  and  played  at  different  programs,  we  are  grateful  and  we  thank  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  who  have  been  diligent  in  seeking  out  talent,  Mr.  Bacon 
has  given  unfailing  help  and  support  of  the  work.  The  nurses  and  Miss 
Clark  have  been  most  helpful.  The  Christmas  program  provided  by  Mr. 
Bacon  was  given  on  Christmas  Eve.  The  chapel  was  crowded  to  its  capacity, 
nearly  all  being  patients  and  their  attendants.  Music  was  furnished  by  the 
Chicago  Civic  Trio,  Miss  Mildred  Brown,  violinist;  Miss  Goldie  Cross,  cellist; 
and  Miss  Dorothy  Hall,  harpist.  The  character  monologist,  Mr.  Charles 
Hitchcock,  was  especially  enjoyed  by  the  patients.  Our  Christmas  fund  also 
provided  for  the  entertainers,  for  the  children's  Christmas  party  at  the  Nurses 
Home. 


CHAPEL  MUSIC 
Mrs.  E.  M.  Ware,  chairman  of  chapel  music,  reports  that : 
Responsiveness  upon  the  part  of  singers  from  Church  choirs  is  recognized 

and    deeply    appreciated,    and    letters    of    acknowledgment    are    written    to    all 

who  thus  aid  in  the  Chapel  Service. 

The    conductor    of    the    choir,    in    Church    of    the    Covenant,    never    refuses 

when    asked    for    assistance    from    his    choir    and    his    studio.     His    children's 

choir   sang   Christmas   music   on   the   Sunday    following  Christmas,   and   sang  at 

the  Easter  service,   going   from   ward  to  ward  afterward. 

Mrs.   Robinson's  class   of  young  women   in  the  Edgewater   Church  have  a 

Committee    in   charge   of   our   music    for  the   4th    Sunday   of    each   month,   and 

are   earnest   in    their   purpose   to  be    faithful   to   their  charge. 

Occasionally   the    Bethany   Girls   are   called   upon   and   in    this   way    express 

some    of    their   gratitude    as    recipients    of    the    Hospital's    benefactions.      They 

have  responded  upon  short  notice,  or  for  an  extra  5th  Sunday  of  the  month, 

or  when  a  disappointment  occurs  or  plans   fail.

Owing  to  the  generous  linen  offering  we  were  able  to  buy,  for  future 
delivery,  sheets  and  pillow  slips  at  the  lowest  price  sold  during  1923,  our 
agreement  being  that  if  the  market  dropped  we  were  to  be  given  the  benefit 
of  the  decline,  but  in  case  of  an  advance  the  goods  were  to  be  delivered 
at  the  price  given.

10,137  soap  wrappers  were  turned  over  to  James  S.  Kirk  &  Co.,  for  which

Mrs.  Hackney,  Chairman  of  the  Thanksgiving  Linen  Committee,  reports 
that  eighteen  Churches  responded  to  the  call  with  a  total  of  $1,522.30.  For  a 
number  of  years,  a  few  days  before  Thanksgiving,  Mrs.  Thomas  Lyon  of  the 
Fourth  Church  has  given  a  Linen  Shower  Tea.  This  year,  as  always  before, 
the   Fourth  is  the  banner  church,  contributing  $725.00. 


HOSPITAL  BULLETIN 

The  chairman  of  the  Bulletin  Committee,  Mrs.  Ernest  E.  Irons,  reports 
that  five  hundred  copies  each  of  four  numbers  of  the  Bulletin  have  been 
printed  this  year  at  a  total  cost  of  $526.  Our  custom  of  printing  three  issues 
was  departed  from,  that  we  might,  in  a  special  September  number,  show  our 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  Mr.  Albert  M.  Day. 
Deserving  mention  were  Dr.  A.  R.  Warner's  address  and  the  United  Annual 
report  in  the  January  number;  the  address  by  Rev.  Frank  Fitt  to  the  graduat- 
ing nurses  in  the  June  number,  and  the  articles  by  Mrs.  D.  W.  Graham,  Miss 
Jessie  Breeze  and  Miss  Jane  A.  Neil  in  the  October,  a  Social  Service  number. 
The  Nurses'  Alumnae  doubled  their  subscription  this  year  and  are  now  receiv- 
ing two  hundred  copies  of  each  issue  and  an  increased  amount  of  space.  This 
year  the  Bulletins  have  been  mailed  from  the  hospital  office. 
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LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

Distributions  have  exceeded  any  previous  year — 5,851  from  January,  1923, 
to  January,  1924.  Gifts  of  books  and  magazines  from  friends  have  been 
generous  and  we  extend  our  thanks.  The  appreciation  so  heartily  expressed 
by  the  patients  shows  what  the  library  means  to  hundreds. 

The  library  groups  assist  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  that  they  find  out 
those  who  need  a  cheery  word.  This  they  report  to  the  committee  who  can 
use  their  visits  to  the  best  advantage.  The  Public  Library  books  vie  with  our 
own  private  collection  in  popularity. 

The  Board  hereby  expresses  its  thanks  to  the  various  groups  who  have 
been  on  duty  every  Monday  during  the  year,  each  group  with  its  own  chair- 
man having  served  one  Monday  each  month.

Miss  Elizabeth  Maltman,  chairman,  reports  that  the  Visiting  Committee 
have  their  work  divided  so  that  Mrs.  Caldwell  and  Mrs.  Campbell  take  the 
men's  wards  and  Mrs.  White  the  women's  wards.  Miss  Maltman  takes  the 
special  cases   for  Miss   Breeze. 

Mrs.  McAfee  reports  for  McCormick  Seminary  great  appreciation  of  the 
unfailing  kindness  and  generous  attention  to  her  students  who  need  hospi- 
tal care. 

The  hospital  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  Mr.  Bacon,  make  every  re- 
source of  the  hospital  available  to  these  future  ministers,  and  each  one  of 
them  receives  courtesies  and  kindnesses  which  he  can  never  forget  and  will 
all  through  his  life  appreciate. 

Mrs.  Graham  is  in  charge  of   missionaries  and  reports  as   follows: 

Ever  since  the  endowing  of  the  room  for  Ministers  and  Missionaries  and 
until  the  reorganization  and  condensation  of  the  various  boards  of  our  Pres- 
byterian denomination,  the  annual  report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Northwest,  announced  that  all  missionaries  in  care  of  the 
Board  of  the  Northwest  in  need  of  hospital  service  while  on  their  furloughs 
in  the  home  land  would  find  the  doors  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  Chi- 
cago open  to  them,  free  of  charge.  This  announcement  was  made  with  the 
consent  and  co-operation  of  the  superintendent,   Mr.  Bacon. 

Though  reorganization  has  done  away  with  the  Northwest  Board  and 
hence  its  report,  the  invitation  to  missionaries  still  continues  and  is  made  use 
of,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  report  from  Mrs.  Graham,  Chairman  of  the 
Hospitality  Committee  of  the  Northwest  District  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A. 

Beginning  with  February  27,  1923,  to  December  27,  1923,  nineteen  women 
missionaries  or  their  children  have  been  received  in  this  hospital.  Twelve 
have  received  full  service  free  of  all  charge,  because  of  belonging  to  the  North- 
west District.     Of  this  number  five  have  had  major  operations. 
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Bills,  merely  at  cost  to  the  hospital  for  the  remaining  seven  missionaries 
belonging  to  other  districts,  after  being  o.k'ed  at  our  Chicago  office  have  been 
sent  to  headquarters,  156  5th  Ave.,  New  York  City,  paid  from  there  and  the 
amount  charged  to  the  district  to  which  the  missionary  belongs. 

The  chairman  in  charge  of  missionaries  also  wishes  to  express  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  staff  whose 
services  have  been  so  freely  given,  the  appreciation  not  only  of  her  committee 
and  that  of  the  Northwest  District,  but  of  the  entire  Presbyterian  Body,  U.  S. 
A.,  of  all  courtesies  received. 


THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 
Miss    Helen    V.    Drake,    Chairman;  Mrs.    Edwin    M.    Miller    (Scholarships 

and  Loans) 

Miss  McMillan's  report  for  the  School  of  Nursing  reads :  The  school  has 
had  a  full  and  very  busy  year.  The  student  enrollment  in  October  reached  the 
number  of  289.  Of  this  number  only  an  average  of  205  were  on  duty  in  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  in  affiliated  institutions  or  off  duty 
for  vacations,  illness  or  other  causes.  The  school  has  accomplished  the  nurs- 
ing of  the  hospital,  has  educated  its  students,  has  graduated  a  class  of  sixty- 
one  and  has  carried  on  its  other  customary  activities.  The  concert  of  the 
Florence  Nightingale  Chorus,  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary Board,  in  the  ball  room  of  the  Blackstone,  February  27th,  was  mose  suc- 
cessful and  brought  in  $1,200.00  for  the  School  Endowment  Fund.  Four  hun- 
dred seventy-one  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  was  secured  for  the  Ward  Free 
Nurse  Fund  by  the  bazaar  held  December  3d.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  sent  two 
student  nurse  delegates  to  the  National  Convention  held  at  Geneva  in  July, 
and  three  to  Indianapolis  in  December,  in  each  case  raising  the  necessary 
amount  of  money  for  those  unable  to  pay  their  own  expenses  by  selling,  in 
the  Nurses'  Home,  ice  cream,  sandwiches  and  other  articles.  As  usual,  the 
student  nurses  sang  carols  throughout  the  hospital,  Christmas  morning,  and 
helped  with  the  concert  for  the  patients  and  the  Children's  party  at  the  Sprague 
Home.  Cards  of  invitation  for  the  party  were  sent  to  the  children  of  em- 
ployees of  the  institution,  to  those  in  the  neighborhood  and  others  selected 
by  Miss  Breeze.  Before  the  appointed  hour  the  arrivals  started  and  with 
remarkable  punctuality  the  guests  and  their  parents  assembled  to  the  number 
of  eighty.  A  wonderful  tree,  trimmed  by  the  Service  Club  and  surrounded 
by  toys  enchanted  them ;  a  boys'  chorus  from  Crane  Technical  High  School 
and  two  black-faced  comedians,  Brown  and  Craig,  entertained  them;  and  Mr. 
Nadle  led  the  audience  in  the  singing  of  popular  songs.  Ice  cream,  cookies 
and  a  gift  for  each,  fifty  contributed  by  the  Service  Club,  made  them  happy, 
and  when  each  carried  off,  in  addition,  a  bag  of  apples  and  candies  with  an 
orange  for  mother,  all  decided  that  it  had  been  a  wonderfully  successful 
evening.  Christmas  night  the  customary  informal  party  for  the  nurses  and 
internes  was  held  at  the  Sprague  Home.     The   Preliminary  Class  presented  a 
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short   Christmas    play,    after    which    music    was    provided    for    dancing   and    was 
thoroughly  appreciated. 


OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 
Mrs.  L.  Hamilton  McCormick,  chairman  of  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Committee,  reports  that  the  work  of  the  department  has  gone  on  much  as 
usual  during  this  year.  A  Braille  outfit  and  a  printing  press  has  been  added 
to  the  department's  equipment  through  the  generosity  of  Board  members.  In- 
struction in  the  use  of  the  former  was  given  by  a  Red  Cross  worker.  The 
printing  press  was  put  to  early  use  to  make  copies  of  the  verse  which  always 
hung  over  Mr.  Day's  desk,  and  also  Christmas  cards.  The  regular  training 
of  probationers  in  this  department's  work  has  been  carried  on.  An  outstanding 
feature  of  Miss  Brainerd's  work  during  the  year  was  the  very  comprehensive 
chart  she  made,  showing  every  branch  of  the  department's  activity.  This 
chart  was  shown  at  the  exhibit  of  Occupational  Therapy  work  in  connection 
with  the  meeting  of  the  American  Hospital  Association  in  Milwaukee.  The 
Occupational  Therapy  Fund,  so  faithfully  collected  by  Mrs.  ReQua,  has 
jumped  from  $100.00  the  first  year  to  over  $500.00  this  year.

Mrs.  Ezra  J.  Warner,  chairman,  reports   for  1923   a  total  of  $3,547.50. 


SOCIAL    SERVICE    DEPARTMENT 
Miss   Breeze   reports    for   the   Social   Service   Department   as    follows : 
The  year  just  closed  has  brought   some  gradual   changes  which  encourage 
the   hope    for   greater   usefulness   to   the    community.      Eight    hundred    and    five 
cases   were  cared   for,  489  of   which  were  new. 

Two  hundred  prenatal  patients  were  under  the  guidance  of  the  depart- 
ment.     Eighteen   of    these    were    delivered   elsewhere. 

Comparatively  few  of  these  people  needed  complicated  social  work ;  152 
new  mothers  were  referred  to  Infant  Welfare  Stations  with  their  babies;  24 
patients  were  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes,  3  of  them  to  a  new  one  recently 
opened  for  children.  The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  was  asked  to  give  sur- 
gical dressings  or  other  nursing  care  to  23  of  our  patients,  relieving  them  of 
the  dangers  of  returning  to  the  hospital  before  their  strength  was  equal  to 
the  task,  or  of  calling  another  doctor  who  would  not  understand  what'  had 
been  done.  The  Visiting  Nurse  will  always  notify  the  department  of  any 
condition  which  should  be  reported  to  the  doctor.  Through  the  courtesy  of 
three  vacation  camps,  35  women  and  children  were  given  delightful  summer 
vacations. 

There  were  1,444  cooperations  with  121  organizations  and  311  people  were 
referred  to  other  organizations.  There  were  4,336  office  calls  and  1,204  visits 
in  the  homes,  343  of  which  were  to  the  homes  of  prenatal  patients.  Six  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  letters  were  received  and  891  written.  Two  pupil  nurses 
gave  57  days  of  service.     Temporary   relief  was  given  to  4  patients.

Chicago  Children's  Benefit  League 

Tag    Day 

Membership  in  the  Chicago  Children's  Benefit  League  entitles  our  Tag 
Day  Committee  to  provide  100  workers  for  the  Annual  Tag  Day  of  the  League. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three  was  the  sixteenth  annual  tag  day  of 
the  Chicago  Children's  Benefit  League.  For  fifteen  years  we  have  been  receiv- 
ing the  benefits  of   this  organization. 

The  money  is  expended  only  for  children's  work  and  at  present  supports  a 
prenatal  nurse  in  social  service  department,  a  wet  nurse  when  needed  for 
infants'  department,  part  time  of  a  kindergarten  instructor  in  children's  depart- 
ment and  a  payment  on  the  fourth  Tag  Day  Bed  for  children. 

Our  returns  are  smaller  this  year,  the  decrease  being  brought  about  by 
the  smaller  tagging  area  assigned  to  the  hospital. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  charities  benefiting  by  the  Children's  Tag 
Day  has  made  it  necessary  to  surrender  some  of  our  best  locations.  This  is 
the  explanation  of  the  loss  in  collections  by  the  west  side  Churches,  all  other 
locations  remaining  the  same.  Fifteen  Churches  provided  workers  for  that 
day,  collecting  a  total  of  $2,471.53.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S 
AUXILIARY  BOARD 


CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

This  organization  shall  be  called  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  BOARD 
OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO. 
Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in 
the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Assistant  Treas- 
urer. These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  continue 
in  office  one  year  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

For  honorary  officers,  see  By-Laws  Five,  Sections  a  and  b. 

ARTICLE  III 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of  the  officers, 
chairmen  and  vice-chairmen  of  Standing  Committees,  and  other  members  of 
the  Board  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  to  fill  the  expired  term  of  one  of 
three  classes,   serving  three  years  respectively. 

ARTICLE   IV 

Th  membership  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  Active,  Associate  (in- 
cluding General),  and  Contributing.  Active  members  shall  be  recommended  to 
the  Executive  Committtee  of  this  Board  by  their  respective  churches,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  this  .  election  shall  be  approved  by 
said  Board. 

For  Associate  Membership,  see  By-Law  Seven,  Section  1. 

For  Honorary  Membership,  see  By-Law  Five,  Section  c 

General  Membership  shall  consist  of  those  who  by  reason  of  personal  in- 
terest in  the  Hospital  are  Active  Members  of  the  Board  but  are  not  sent  as 
official  representatives  of  Presbyterian  Churches. 

Contributing  Membership   in  charge  of  the   Contributors'  Fund  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V 

Standing  and  Special  Committees  shall  be  formed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require.  The  chairmen  of  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  each  com- 
mittee. New  members  elected  to  the  Board  shall  signify  on  which  committee 
they  wish  to  serve.    See  By-Law  7. 
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BY-LAWS 

annual  1.     The  Annual  Meeting  of  the   WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY   BOARD 

shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  January  at  11  a.  m.,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Board.  The  President  of  the  Corporate  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  be  asked  to  preside  at  this  meeting.

One  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  sewing  for  the  Hospital 
done  by  the  churches ; 

(10)  THE  HOSPITAL  BULLETIN  COMMITTEE  shall  collect 
and  edit  material  suitable  for  a  quarterly  publication,  to  be  known  as 
"THE  BULLETIN  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL."  The 
distribution  of  the  Bulletin  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary; 

(11)  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of  all 
reading  matter  for  the  use  of  patients.  The  chairman  or  her  appointee 
shall  have  charge  of  deposits  from  Public  Library  and  be  custodian  of 
private  collection.  She  shall  arrange  for  one  member  of  her  committee 
to  have  charge  of  each  distribution  of  books  and  shall  give  statistical 
monthly  report  of  number  of  books  distributed  and  number  not  returned 
or  unaccounted  for.  After  consultation  with  her  committee  she  shall 
arrange  for  subscriptions  to  current  literature.  The  committee  shall  hold 
quarterly  conferences.  One  week  in  advance  of  day  of  service  the  vice- 
chairman  shall  notify  by  postal  each  member  of  the  day  of  her  service. 
If  a  member  finds  it  impossible  to  be  present  she  shall  notify  the  chair- 
man of  the  day.  The  chairman  or  her  appointee  shall  be  present  at  each 
distribution  of  books ; 

(12)  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  five 
members  originally  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  following 
manner:  At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Chairman  shall  retire  from  the 
Committee,    the    Committee    having    previously    proposed    for    election    a 


new  member  to  complete  the  number.  Following  the  Annual  Meeting 
the  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman  and  secretary.  Three  months 
before  the  Annual  Meeting  the  chairman  shall  call  her  committee  to 
prepare  a  list  of  names  for  officers  to  be  presented  for  election  at  the 
Annual  Meeting;  also  for  a  class  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  serve 
three  years  ;  and  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  two  remaining  classes. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  present  names  for  election 
to  fill  vacancies  in  office  occurring  during  the  year; 

(13)  THE  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  COMMITTEE  shall 
have  an  active  interest  in  the  plans  for  reconstruction  work  as  well  as 
curative  work  among  the  patients  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  keep  the 
Board  informed   of   matters  of  interest  and   progress   in   the   department. 

(14)  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  an  ad- 
visory committee  consisting  of  the  officers  and  other  members  of  the 
Board  asked  to  consult  with  them.  This  committee  shall  advise  with  the 
Social  Service  worker  and  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board. 

(15)  THE  SPRAGUE  HOME  FOR  NURSES  COMMITTEE 
shall  consider  applications  for  scholarships  supported  by  the  Board  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Principal  of  the  School  extend  loans  to  students. 
It  shall  also  keep  the  Board  informed  of  matters  of  special  interest  con- 
cerning the  Home ; 

(16)  THE  THANKSGIVING  LINEN  OFFERING  COMMITTEE 
shall  have  charge  of  gifts  of  linen  or  money  as  a  "Thanksgiving  Offering." 

(17)  THE  VISITING  AND  DEVOTIONAL  COMMITTEE  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Hospital  and  shall  visit  the  Hospital  under  the  direction 
of  those  in  authority ; 

(18)  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BY-LAWS  AND  PRINTING  shall 
consist  of  a  Chairman  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board,  the  Correspond- 
ing and  Recording  Secretaries  and  the  President  ex-officio,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  revision  of  By-Laws  and  to  whom  the  Board  members  may 
bring  suggestions  concerning  needed  revision.  The  Committee  shall  also 
have  charge  of  the  printing  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary  Board. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  notice  of  such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the 
previous   regular  meeting. 
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
